Two men received serious injuries 
Monday evening about eight o’clock 
tliree miles south of Rushville 
on 
the King pike when an 
automobile 
in which they were riding 
collided 
with a wagon loaded with 1,000 feet 
of lumber. 
Robert Harvey 
of 
Milroy 
was 
driving his Ford coupe north toward 
Rushville in company with Kenneth 
Borden, of Kokomo, an employe of 
the Bell Telephone company, 
who 
has been stationed at Milroy, when 
his ear struck a heavy wagon driv­ 
en by Orlie 
Tremain, 
of 
Milroy. 
Darkness and a curve in the 
road 
made it hard for Harvey 
to 
see 
ahead, which caused the 
accident, 
it is thought. His ear was equipped 
for high speed. 
Ilarvev received a hard blow on 
tin* head when 
his 
Ford 
swerved 
and turned over on its side. Blood 
was running from a hole in the side 
of his head. Borden is thought 
to 
be the more seriously injured, as In* 
is suffering from a broken leg 
and 
bis body is covered with bruises and 
scratches. 
Several 
teeth 
were 
knocked from his head. Both 
boys 
were pinned under tin* 
car 
which 
was reduced to a total wreck. 
They were removed 
immediately 
to the offices of Dr. C. S. ITongland 
in Milroy where they received trea t­ 
ment. Dr. TTougland today could not 
make any statement regarding

condition of the Harvey boy. 
Bor­ 
den, painfully injured, was removed 
to his home in Kokomo

night in an ambulance. 
Tremain who was 
driving

team and wagon loaded with lumber, 
was uninjured although 
the 
front 
wheels of the wagon were knocked 
off by the collision. The lumber was 
not thrown from the wagon.

grounds at noon. 
The Pythian home 
coming tee lias complete three units 
in the building program 
with site 
and improvements costing approxi­ 
mately $450,000. 
Candidates

part of the state will 
be initiated 
following the dedication. The home 
is located in the city limits on a 150 
acre tract of high wooded farm land 
where the completed buildings 
are

be asked of Gov. Ed Jackson

was learned today. 
Rather than plead for mercy, the 
dry leader is ready to enter the In­ 
diana state prison farm at Putnam- 
ville to serve out the 00 day 
term 
imposed by the 
Indiana 
Supreme 
Court Saturday 
for 
contempt 
of 
court in criticizing its 
rulings 
in 
prohibition cases 
in 
the 
league’s 
1925 report. 
Close friends of Dr. 
Shumaker 
made tin* announcement of his un­ 
willingness to ask Gov. Jackson for 
a pardon. Dr. 
Shumaker 
himself 
would not comment, explaining that 
he did not think it would be 
pru­ 
dent at this time. 
“ To petition for mercy, might be 
construed as an admission of guilt 
and Dr. Shumaker and his 
friends 
felt that 
he 
has 
done 
nothing 
wrong,” one of the 
friends 
ex­ 
plained. “ Of course, 
he 
welcomes 
and appreciates all the efforts 
to 
help him that have been and 
are 
being made bv his friends.” 
This was taken as referring p ar­ 
ticularly to the visit of Bishop 
II. 
H. Font of 
the 
United 
Brethren 
Church to the office of Gov. Jackson 
Monday. Bishop Font is the 
presi­ 
dent of 
the 
Indiana 
anti-saloon 
league. 
In the meantime, while 
various 
moves to obtain release of Dr. Shu­ 
maker from the prison term are un­ 
der way, James Bingham, Sr., 
his 
attorney, intends to exhaust 
every 
legal means to prevent the sentence 
being carried out. He 
is 
studying 
the possibilities of an appeal to the 
United States courts and is 
ready 
to file several other motions 
when 
the state supreme court reconvenes 
August 18. 
“ Letters, telegrams 
and 
money 
are pouring into 
my 
office,” 
Dr. 
Shumaker said today. “ Never 
has 
the league or myself 
received 
any 
finer support from its loyal friends 
and supporters.”

For Stay of 
Sentence 


HIS DECISION IS BRIEF 


Same Justice Late Monday Refused 


New Trial For Slayers— Gov. Ful­ 


ler Last 
Resort

Boston. Mass., Aug. 9—(U.R)—Only 
36 hours from the 
electric 
chair, 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van­ 
zetti today lost what probably was 
their 
last 
chance 
of 
escaping 
death through 
the 
Massachusetts 
fourt. 
Judge Webster Thayer, who pre­ 
sided at their trial more than 
six- 
years ago. denied a motion for re­ 
vocation and stay of sentence after 
overnight consideration 
of the mo­ 
tion. 
The same justice 
late yesterday 
had denied motion 
for new trial, 
and, with his new adverse action to­ 
day, only governor Alvan T. Fuller 
and the Federal courts appeared to 
remain as possible aids in the des­ 
perate fight to 
evade the extreme 
penalty. 
Judge 
Thayer’s 
decision 
was 
brief. It read: 
“ The motion for revocation 
of 
sentence and stay of execution 
is 
hereby denied. 
(signed) Webster Thayer. 
“ To the denial of this motion- the 
defendants duly saved all rights 
to 
which they are entitled as a matter 
of law, whether by exceptions, ap ­ 
peal or otherwise.” 
Court officials pointed to the fact 
that Judge Thayer’s 
ruling 
might 
make it possible for the defense to 
carry its ease back 
to 
the 
state 
supreme court. 


Coolidge Will Not Intervene

executiee offices here today. 
Mr. Coolidge has not received the 
plea of tin* Sacco Vanzetti 
defense 
committee 
for 
stay 
of execution 
although he has received communi­ 
cations from time to time from per­ 
sons who have misinformation about 
the possibility that the federal gov­ 
ernment could do sometihng. 
When the defense committee plea 
arrives it will he referred to the ju s­ 
tice department.

New York, Aug. 9—(U.R)—Protest­ 
ing against the forfeit of two lives 
demanded by the state 
of M assa­ 
chusetts. thousands of workers left 
their jobs today and gathered 
to 
hear their 
leaders declare Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti in­ 
nocent of the crime of murder. 
It was a strike almost unique 
in 
the metropolitan area. There was no 
picketing. 
The workers 
lay 
down 
their tools and left without disor­ 
der. The demonstrations in meeting 
halls took on the aspect of fateful 
futility. 
The number of strikers was 
not 
known and could only 
be guessed. 
Edward Levinson, secretary of the 
strike committee said that 
reports 
reaching him indicated close to 150,- 
000 persons had 
walked 
out 
by 
noon. 
These were 
divided as follows: 
55,000 clothing workers, 8,000 pock- 
etbook makers, 12,000 cap workers, 
2.500 barbers, 2,000 needle workers, 
1.500 Brooklyn 
garment 
workers, 
and 45,000 coat workers. 
Streets were thronged with strik­ 
ers in the lower East side. One Jew­ 
ish daily issued a “ strike extra.” 
Police were 
on guard 
near the 
dozen halls where the strikers con­ 
gregated to hear speeches hotly de­ 
nouncing the course the 
law has 
taken in Massachusetts.

IN EUROPE FOR THE 
PURPOSE 


Lafayette, Ind., Aug. 
9—(U.R)— 
Discovery of two parasitical 
dis­ 
eases which kill the European corn 
borer was announced today by Dr. 
Edward C. 
Elliott, 
president 
of 
Purdue University. 
Dr. Elliott received word of 
the 
discovery from Dr. G. I. 
Christie, 
director of the Purdue 
agricultural 
experiment station, who is now 
in 
Europe with an international com­ 
mit Lee, studying the pest as it oc­ 
curs in continental 
countries 
and 
enlisting the aid of European scien­ 
tists in its control. 
Dr. Christie’s communication de­ 
clares that scientists of the pasteur 
institute in France have discovered 
a parasite that destroys the eggs of 
the corn borer. It is of a 
different 
form than that developed in Berlin, 
called trieo-gamma, and also 
eats 
the eggs. 
Tt has been discovered, Dr. Chris­ 
tie writes, that if corn borer infest­ 
ed corn stalks are stacked and cov­ 
ered with potato stalks, the borers 
will leave the corn and go into the 
potato stalks. 
Dr. Christie said 
the 
American 
party had about completed its 
ob­ 
servations and planned to sail from 
Europe in time to reach the United 
States about Oct. 1.

Guests present for the luncheon 
session were Robert Gantner, George 
C. W yatt and Will Leach, all of this 
city, and Edward Marshall, a land­ 
scape expert 
who 
addressed 
the 
ehautauqua audience this afternoon. 
Mr. Marshall spoke 
for 
a few 
minutes, complimenting Rushville on 
its beautification, clean streets and 
beautiful homes. 
“ You seldom get into a city,” he 
said, “ where it is so uniformly beau­ 
tiful as your city.’’ He alluded 
to 
the custom 
some 
places 
abroad 
where entrance to cities is beauti­ 
fied and no attention paid to the in­ 
terior. Some American cities, he re­ 
called, gave no heed to the first im­ 
pression the stranger receives.

institute in France have discovered 
a parasite that destroys the eggs of 
the corn borer.

It has been discovered, Dr. Chris- 


tie writes, that if corn borer infest- 
ed corn stalks are stacked and cov- 
ered with potato stalks, the borers 
will leave the corn and go into the 
potato stalks.
